PERMANENT 

One of the questions in the minds 
of eugar factory officials these days 
when the decision to cstabish a fact 
ory on the Lothbildge Northern la 
under ixiview is; How permanent is 
the industry here in Southern Alberta 
Is it n flash in the pan, or will it con 
tiue to .grow and expand? If it is 
permanent then we are justified in 
spending a lot of money to establish 
it; if it is not pcrmiinent, if the farm 
ers fail after a fe ' years to supply 
the r.HW matcrtalT to keep the fact 
Dries going, then we would be foolish 
to sink more money in the proposi¬ 
tion. 

\Vc niigh'i, a: v/ell Kj "hard-boiled” 
when considering thi.M qucdlon, for 
.1 wi'l never hurt to Icok the facts 
iquarcly in the face. 

The bt’Cl. i.ugar induslry will .*-uc- 
•ecd ju:-t :o long as we can make a 
irofit from it the farmers must 
Tiakc r. profit out of growing beets 
vnd the comj'iny mu.:l make a profit 
)ut of manufacturing them into sugar 
\nd soiling the product. 

Farrncio v.ill moke a profit out of 
growing .‘■o long as the pi ice 
received for the product is fair, so 
long as the tonnage per acre is over 
Uie bare pioductlon cost, and so long 
;is the neces.s'aiy labor tan be found. 
Tne fact that beets will clean tli? Und 
pi I pa ring it tin other crops Lo follow 
ind that the by-products can be used 
nofilably in Iceding livestock, are 
iJdilioivil aigumcnta in favor of beat 
powUig, l.ut the beets themselves 
nuHt yield a profit before the farmer 
vill csinbilsh them as a permanent 
nop (iU his Ir.nd. So fe.r \vc have done 
/ery well. Tonnages are increasing, 
uid the labor Mipply has been pretty 
.'L-ll taken care of. In this latter con 
icrtion, however, if v/c arc to make 
eel grow ng permanent, growcis 
nouid go farther than we have 
done here. Give a family of beet work 
•rc a heure and an aero or two of 
land for a garden, where they can 
keep a cow, a couple of hogs and 
.some chickens, and they will be able 
lo live comfortaby and cdieapy. sav 
ing their money so that they may 
become land owners themsclvea. Noth 
ing will establish permanency in tho 
beet Industry more quickly Here i.s 
tho opiMirtunlty for clovclopincnt for 
which factory officials aio wailing. 

I Beet labor U a knotty problem but 
it n« ed not be a rorious one if we 
lUtmU it this way. You will never 
see hret woiKois on the iiread lino in 
winter if we hriisHe the housing prob 
1cm IS w'c .sliouki.
